The Indications are th at the State Fair till;! 
year w ill bo very largely attended. The n u m ­ 
ber of fine horses on the ground Is larger th an 
a t any tim e previous.

The Mexican w ar veterans of Illinois were

A n d Maine comes next. 
I t looks 
much just now as if the Democrats 
will have a majority in the Maine 
Legislature. 


A recount of the ballots is the cry 
of a number of defeated candidates in 
San Francisco, Sacramento and other 
places. This is in bad taste, and is a 
manifestation of sore-headed ness no 
squelched aspirant ought to be guilty 
of. 
unless there is positive evidence 
of fraud, a recount ought never to be 
demanded. 
A m ajority of one hun­ 
dred is a9 good a9 a majority of ten 
thousand. The people have spoken, 
and unless you know their will has 
been set aside by fraud, accept the ver­ 
dict and hope for better luck next 
time. 


W e are not sure th a t the investiga­ 
tion now going on in the Revenue De­ 
partm ent is in good faith. 
W e long 
since lost all confidence in the sinceri­ 
ty of any reform inaugurated by the 
Government. 
There have been so 
many alarms raised from which noth­ 
ing has come in the shape of detection 
and punishment, that we have learned 
to attach no importance to the an­ 
nouncement th at the detectives are en­ 
gaged in unearthing a fraud against 
the Government. 
The Government, 
or rather those who manage the Gov­ 
ernm ent seem to like this sort of thing 
and continue to play at it even though 
the people do m urm ur at the cost of 
the entertainment. 
Still, there seems 
to be a little more energy and earnest­ 
ness in the chase ju st opened after the 
whisky ring, and if the work is in 
good faith there is no doubt but that a 
bonanza of rascality will be opened 
which will astonish even the Govern­ 
m ent itaelf. 
I t is an opinion, th at fire 
cannot burn out of us, that the whis­ 
ky manufacturers of the Pacific coa9t 
have defrauded the Government out 
of millions of dollars, and we hope 
they will be huu ted down and made to 
disgorge their ill gotten gains. 


The Vine in Danger. 


The Phylloxera, th at insect scourge 
that has caused so much Injury to the 
vineyards of Europe, lias made its ap­ 
pearance in Napa and Solan ocountles, 
and will probably soon spread all over 
the State. It was beyond reason to 
hope that California would always re­ 
main free from the pests th at so har- 
rass the 
wine-growers of 
the old 
world, more particularly 
since the 
abandonment of the old Mission grape, 
and the introduction of new varieties 
from Europe. 
The more profitable 
species of the grape have been obtain­ 
ed at a great cost if the Phylloxera 
eventually obtains the foot-hold here 
that it b a s in France. However, we 
have one advantage. 
We can profit 
by the losses of the others. The scien­ 
tists of Europe, stimulated by large 
pecuniary rewards, have been experi­ 
menting for several years to find a 
remedy against the ravages of this in­ 
sect, and, we believe, have nearly ac­ 
complished it. The State Vinicultur­ 
ist Society held its annual meeting on 
Tuesday, in San Francisco, and this 
insect will doubtless engage all their 
attention. 
In the m eantim e we can 
only say, “ be vigilant.” . 


Something Greatly Needed. 


A W ELL Informed gentleman assures 
the H e r a l d that about two-fifths of 
the export product of Los Angeles 
county goes out of San Gabriel valley. 
The products of the San Gabriel con­ 
sists of wine, brandy, grapes and or­ 
anges; and with this, as with every 
other article of commerce, the less 
handling and the fewer transhipm ents 
It is compelled to undergo, between 
the producer and consumer, the great­ 
er the profit to one and the le9« the 
cost to the other. 
Now the enterprise 
th a t will bring the San Gabriel car 
and the ocean ship together, is one of 
the improvements we shall bail with 
delight. 
W hen W ilmington harbor 
is brought to th a t state of perfection 
whieh will bring the laden car to the 
side of the outgoing ship, it will make 
no difference to the San Gabriel pro­ 
ducer whether the Southern Pacific 
or the Los Angeles and Independence 


railroad is extended from, this city to 
the farther extrem ity of th at valley. 
Eighteen miles of road will meet the 
requirement. 
W e are informed that 
an excellent route m ay be selected, 
aud th at the cost of preparing the road 
bed will be comparatively light. The 
large producers of the Sau Gabriel 
valley justly complain of the heavy 
cost of transportation to which they 
are now subjected, and they are ex­ 
ceedingly anxious th a t one of the rail­ 
road companies shail provide them 
w ith the cheap and rapid shipping fa­ 
cilities they so much desire. 


Water. 


A n y t h i n g pertaing to water, on any 
means by which the supply of that 
element may be increased, is a subject 
of absorbing interest to the people of 
Los Angeles valley. An Idea has been 
advanced by Mr. W. A. B r o p h y , of 
Lyon’s Station, which we think wor­ 
thy the consideration of our people. 
Recent developments in the San Fer­ 
nando railroad tunnel, indicate that 
there is an abundance of water in the 
San Fnrnando mountains. The flow 
of water in the tunnel is so great as 
to seriously impede the progress of the 
work. 
At this tim e four steam en­ 
gines are-kept pum ping the water,and 
in a 9hort time these will prove inad­ 
equate for the ta9k. 
One mile east of 
the tunnel, in the W il s o n oil well, a 
strong stream of water was struck at 
a depth of about three hundred feet. 
The flow of this stream is about fifteen 
thousand barréis per day. 
The Super­ 
intendent of this well says he is confi­ 
dent any num ber of flowing wells 
may be bored along the base of the 
Sau Fefnando mountains. These are 
not mere theoretical ideas. They are 
living, practical facts. The water is 
flowing from the tunnel; it is flowing 
from the oil well, and the engineers 
say it will flow in unlimited quan­ 
tities all along the base of the San 
Fernando range of mountains. 
Here 
then is the inexhaustible reservoir 
from which the greater portion of the 
Los Angeles valley may draw her sup­ 
ply of water for irrigating purposes. 
This reservoir extends along the entire 
range north of Los Angeles valley, 
from San Fernando to Cocomungo. 
It is almost certain that anywhere 
along this range, a tunnel run into the 
hills from four hundred to six hund­ 
red feet, will secure a copious stream 
of water. The elevation of the great 
reservoir above the valley will render 
irrigation from it easy and compara­ 
tively inexpensive. 
The water alrea­ 
dy struck is a guarantee th a t more 
m ay be found, and we have no doubt 
but that in time a large proportion of 
ihe water used iu irrigating this val­ 
ley, will flow from tunnels penetrat­ 
ing the mountain side.

S a n F r a n c is o , Sept. 14.—The San 
Francisco Gold and Silver Refinery 
aud Acid Works, under the same m an­ 
agement, were to-day formally trans­ 
ferred to Flood & O’Brien, who have 
purchased the same. The purchase 
price has not transpired. Therefinery 
is a very important establishment, 
and will form a valuable auxiliary to 
the enterprises of Flood, O’Brieu & 
Co. 
The acid works, although com­ 
paratively unknown to the general 
public, are also vory extensive. The 
acids used iu assay ing, refining and 
mill processes all over the State are 
furnished by the acid works establish­ 
ment. It also supplies acids to tho 
Mint. Iu all, tho property is of great 
value. 
The syndicate fund of the Bank of 
California already amounts to between 
seven and eigiit millions. 
Mr. E. J. 
Baldwin has subscribed one milliou. 
This gentleman is not a stockholder, 
but is probably the heaviest depositor 
in the bank. I t Is averred th at he 
holdsone million seven hundred thous­ 
and dollars iu certificates of deposit. 
The Directors are making good pro­ 
gress iu straightening the affairs of 
the Bank, yet further time is necessa­ 
ry to provide for bills of exchange and 
letters of credit in foreign cities. 
The 
officers aro in constant communication 
with the Oriental Bank of London on 
this business, and the Loudon Bank is 
facilitating their efforts. 
As the work 
progresses the true condition of afiairs 
becomes more promising. 
Enough 
has been accomplished to show that 
the liabilities will not exceed fifteen 
millions. 
Of this amount eight mil­ 
lions are due depositors, but $1,400,000 
of the total was paid upon the day of 
suspension, and nearly one million has 
since been collected for their benefit. 
In the meantime, mo9t of the large 
depositors have agreed to wait for 
their money, the Bank issuing them 
certificates of credit, bearing 4 per cent, 
interest per annum, payable in three, 
six and nine monts. The certificates 
will be negotiable, and will thus sup­ 
ply the place of money. 
Between 
four and live millions have been pro­ 
vided for in this way. I t is the inten­ 
tion to pay oft' smaller depositors, say 
from S5,0(X) down, on demand, leaving 
the larger ones to wait. The Presi­ 
dent is confident that all demands of 
depositors and otiiers can be satisfied 
in this way, and yet leave one million 
surplus for the stockholders, equal to 
20 per cent. From the present out­ 
look this surplus will be nearer two 
millions than one million, but the in­ 
side figure is used to prevent the pos­ 
sibility of disappointmet. The indica­ 
tions yesterday afternoon were that 
the bank will be able to recommence 
business by the first of October. This 
is only contingent on the arrangm ent 
of distant business, of minor conse­ 
quence. 
W hen the Bank resumes, 
however, it must resume at all points. 
The outlook is very encouraging. 
The sale of the San Francisco Assay­ 
ing and Refining works and also the 
acid works under the same manage­ 
ment was to-day consummated, the 
purchasers being Flood & O’Brian. 
These works having been largely under 
the control of the Bank of California 
for some time and have been supply­ 
ing the M int with flue bullion for sev­ 
eral years. The work of refiuing was 
resumed a t the m int a weeks ago, but 
there is still considerableoutside work 
in tqe m atter of refining bullion for 
shipment, and the works have fallen 
into the hands of those who can best 
utilize them. 
There was a marked improvement 
in m ining stocks to-day, with a vol­ 
ume of business, and in prices realiz­ 
ed. There is only one Board in ses­ 
sion out of three in existence, but the 
Increased business of the California 
Board will hurry the opening of the 
other Boards, which expect to resume 
in two weeks. 
After the morning ses­ 
sion there was quite a lively business 
transacted outlie street, and the crowd 
interested in 
these sales are daily 
enlarging. There is a very active de­ 
mand for money which the banks are 
unable to su p p ly Call loans on first- 
class paper continue to be made at 1] 
per cent per mohth, and term loans 
vary from 8 to 12 percent, per annum. 
The Chinam en are in the market 
for shipment by to-morrow’s steamer, 
but tiie supply is scarce A9 the mint is 
largely engaged in working gold. 
The sailing of the steamer Los A n­ 
geles for Los Ange! s has been post­ 
poned until 4 p. m . to-morrow.
